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Keyboarding: Prelude To Word Processing 


(Fourth in a series of articles 
describing Andover’s computer 
education plan written by Kenneth 
Kwajewski, Computer Education 
Director) 

Elementary children in rapidly 
increasing numbers are using computer 
keyboards as tools of learning in reading, 
spelling, composing, and in computer 
activities. An exciting use of the computer 
is to use it as a word processor. 
Sophisticated software packages have 
made word processing less complicated 
and students in early grade levels are 
composing material on the computer. The 
computer education plan indicates that the 
language arts curriculum will be revised 
next year. Decisions will then be made to 
determine when and how much word 
processing will be appropriate for the 
curriculum, but it will be an integral part 
of both the computer education and the 
language arts program. In preparation for 
using the computer for writing and other 
software applications, students at the first 
grade level in all four elementary schools 
are using various software packages to 
learn keyboarding. 

What exactly is keyboarding and is it 
appropriate for first grade? Keyboarding 
is the development of proper techniques of 
touch keyboard operations. These skills 
include learning how to use all eight 
fingers and one of the thumbs for spacing

to match direction, movement, and timing 
to properly strike each key correctly.

if students use ‘‘hunt and peck”’ methods. 
is first grade the place to begin teaching 
these skills? This year first grade teachers 
are using various software packages to 
determine the answer to that question. I 
interviewed teachers at Bancroft and South 
Elementary Schools to learn about the 
progress made to date. 

Teachers nancy Ghirardini, Dorothy 
McCormack, Sandy Goldberg, and Sheila 
Dzeiman at Bancroft Elementary have 
recently completed a keyboarding unit 


using software from the Minnesota 
Educational Computing Consortium

evaluation sheet that has been developed 
system-wide that will indicate the success 
of each student.

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Car Pool Rules 


Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works (MDPW) Commissioner Robert T. 
Tierney has announced that, effective Mon- 
day morning, December 28, the minimum 
occupancy requirement for vehicles using 
the Interstate-93 southbound carpool lane 
i reduced from three persons to two. 

e I-93 carpool lane is currently under- 
utilized so by decreasing the minimum 
number of required vehicle occupants from 
three to two, we hope to encourage more 
carpooling,’ Tierney said. “‘Obviously, we 
would like to see a minimum of three peo- 
ple in a car in the carpool lane but every- 
one will still benefit if the experimental 
reduction entices some people to team up 
and leave a car at home.” 

The I-93 carpool lane is in operation be- 
tween 6:30 a.m. and 9:30 a.m., Monday 
through Friday. Vehicle counts show a to- 
tal of approximately 800 vehicles are tak- 
ing advantage of the multiple occupancy 
lane during the three hour period. A reduc- 
tion from three persons to two is estimated 
to draw an additional 1,200 vehicles for the 
same period. It is anticipated that the addi- 
tional users will be drawn from those now 
using the general travel lanes.

Shawsheen Certificates Available 


The Andover Historical Society, 97 Main 
St., extends an invitation to all those prop- 
erty owners in the Shawsheen Village His- 
toric District to collect their National 
Register certificates, which are issued by 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission. 
National Register properties are distin- 
guished by having been documented and 
evaluated for historical importance 
according to uniform guidelines. Listing in 
the National Register also qualifies the 
owner for federal tax incentives and other 
preservation assistance. 

Shawsheen Village is a remarkably 
unique resource for the town of Andover, 
the Commonwealth and the nation. Its loca- 
tion surrounding the intersection of Main, 
Poor, Haverhill and Lowell Streets w@s 
purposely chosen because of its proximity 
to the Shawsheen River, accessibility of the 
railroad, preexisting mill sites known as 
Frye Village, and availability of purchasa- 
ble land. The Shawsheen Village creator, 
William Wood (1858-1926) resided at 276 
North Main Street and founded the Ameri- 
can Woolen Company. He was described as 
one of this country’s ‘“‘top business lead- 
ers’’ of his time by Edward Roddy, author

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Weather Causes Safety Problems 


“People often say that ‘everything de- 
pends on the weather’ ’’, remarked David 
J. Christensen, Executive Vice President 
and Treasurer of the Auto Club of Merri- 
mack Valley. ‘‘While that may be true for a 
picnic or a ball game, road users shouldn’t 
depend on the weather for their own safe- 
ty.” 
Christensen explained that December 
ushers in pronounced climatic change for 
much of the nation. ‘“‘In many states, that 
means snow or ice. Even warmer locations 
may get rain or fog during the winter. All 
of these conditions have an adverse effect 
on driving or walking.” The AAA official 
cautioned that when the weather creates 
accident potential, adequate awareness is 
needed to compensate for physical and vi- 
sual limitations.

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Holiday Fat Unnecessary 


If you want to be a nutritional Scrooge 
during the holiday season, you can ‘‘Bah! 
Humbug!”’ all the wonderful taste tempta- 
tions of the season, but it really isn’t nec- 
essary. With a little common sense and a 
few practical tips, you can enjoy the plea- 
sures of wonderful holiday foods and still 
maintain good, sensible nutrition. 

According to Karen Collins, a registered 
dietitian and a nutritional consultant for 
the American Institute for Cancer Re- 
search, a basic key to enjoying the many 
holiday foods which tempt us is just basic 
moderation. You don’t have to say ‘“‘no”’ to 
everything. Instead, say ‘‘just a little’ and 
enjoy a small portion, without going back 
for seconds. 

“Trade-offs” are another way to practice 
moderation during the holidays. “If you 
know you have a party or dinner coming up 
where there is likely to be high-fat, high- 
calorie eating, plan on a low-fat, low-cal- 
orie breakfast and lunch so that you’ve 
made a trade on total fat and calories be- 
tween the earlier meals and the later party 
situation,’’ Collins suggests. 

But don’t skip breakfast and lunch com- 
pletely, she notes, a mistake many people 
make. The result is that they are often si 
hungry by the time of the party or the big 
dinner that they eat much more food than if 
they had simply eaten moderately during 
the day. 

Collins suggests, instead, a light break- 
fast that might include high fiber cereal, or 
some whole-wheat toast, and fresh fruit. A

light lunch might include fruit and low-fat 
cottage cheese, or no-fat yogurt. 

There are also many opportunities to re- 
duce fat and calories in party situations. 
Simply remembering that foods such as 
nuts, most crackers and cheeses, and 
many dips and chips are major sources of 
dietary fat is an important first step in re- 
ducing fat. If there aren’t lower-fat substi- 
tutes avalable, just do the smart thing and 
limit the amounts of these treats you enjoy. 

Health-conscious hosts are providing 
dips made with low-fat yogurt, or sour 
cream substitutes. Fresh vegetables and 
fruits for dipping, and low-fat cheeses are 
other better nutritional party choices. 

Wise buffet table choices can also mean 
smarter nutrition. Moderation is again an 
important first step. Limit quantities of 
high-fat cheeses, fondues, and heavily 
sauced dishes. Instead take advantage of 
fresh fruits, vegetables, low-fat cheeses, 
and whole grain products. When there’s a 
choice, choose chicken, turkey, or fish, all 
relatively low-fat. Turkey is also a good 
choice on a meat tray offering much high- 
fat cold cuts. 

Holiday parties and dinners can mean 
both good eating and smart nutrition. If

The Andover Historical Society is one of 
many cultural organizations determined to 
keep the state’s history alive. The histori- 
cal society, along with several other orga- 
nizations in the area, were among 42 
funded under a historic conservation pro- 
gram. 


Since 1969, the Massachusetts Council on 
the Arts and Humanities, a state agency, 
has been helping these organizations fulfill 
their goals of preserving for today’s public 
the objects and annals of yesterday. 


Anne Hawley, executive director of the 
council, said maintaining historical collec- 
tions and art work is a challenge for mu- 
seums and historical societies. “It is a 
challenge that must be met because the 
history of the commonwealth is what gives 
our present cultural life its vitality,’’ Haw- 
ley said. 


Historic conservation awards are divided 
into two categories. One category serves 
small historical societies and museums, li- 
braries with limited special collections and 
town archives 
ecting organizations, which \ typica ly have 
a long-term plan for conservation. They re- 
serve funds for this purpose in their an- 
nnual budget and have at least one staff 
member trained in collections care. 


Awards in both categories often include 
funding for a second year, which will be 
available only pending legislative approval 
of the council’s budget in fiscal year 1989. 


One Andover and one North Andover or- 
ganizations will receive council funding in 
the small conservation treatment and stor- 
age awards category. The Andover Histori- 
cal Society, 97 Main St., will get $2,179 to 
conserve two fireboards mounted with pic-

torial chimney board prints from the early 
19th century. The Stevens-Coolidge Place, 
137 Andover St. in North Andover, will re- 
ceive $1,119 to conserve a framed needle- 
work and a rare painted Sheraton rocking 
chair. Each of these grants includes sec- 
ond-year funding, which must first be ap- 
proved and appropriated by the state 
legislature. 

Two Andover organizations received 
awards in the large conservation treatment 


and storage for the collections manage- 


ment categories. The Addison Gallery of 
American Art on the Phillips Academy 
campus got $11,037 to conserve seven paint- 
ings, including works by Davies, Coates, 
Chase, Maurer, Whistler and anonymous 
artists. The Northeast Document Conser- 
vation Center on School Street was 
awarded $27,500 for a program of conserva- 
tion surveys and workshops serving librar- 
ies, historical organizations and museums.

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Think Twice Before Giving 


Pet As Present - Veterinarians 


If you are thinking of giving an animal 
for a gift this Christmas, think twice, cau- 
tions Dr. Andrew Rowan of the Center for 
Animals at Tufts University School of Vet- 
erinary Medicine. 

“More animals are given as gifts in De- 
cember than at any other time of the 
year,”’ said Rowan. ‘It may be a wonderful 
surprise for the individual receiving the 
gift, but in some cases, it can pose a threat 
to the animal.” 

Dr. Robert Murtaugh, associate director 
of Tufts New England Veterinary Medical 
Center, agreed. ‘‘We tend to see a high 
number of traumatized animals right after 
Christmas because many adults and chil- 
dren are unfamiliar or give little thought to 
what can happen to pets during the distrac- 
tion of the holiday season.”’ 

Rowan said, ‘“‘My suggestion is to avoid 
giving a pet as a Christmas gift and to wait 
until after the holiday, when the excite- 
ment of the day has worn off, the boxes 
have been thrown away, and more time 
can be spent with the new pet. A book about 
owning a pet, a leash and coll: zi or a 
stuffed animal might be presented under 
the tree as a token or substitute of what is 
to come,” Rowan said. 

Murtaugh, who is also director of emer- 
gency services at Tufts’ veterinary medi- 
cal center, pointed out a number of 
dangers to young pets and urged potential 
pet owners to familiarize themselves and 
their children with some of the perils that 
can plague pets over the holidays. 

‘“‘We tend to see mostly kittens and pup- 
pies, but birds, rabbits and ferrets have 
become increasingly popular,’ Murtaugh 
said. “‘All infant animals like to chew, and 
when they are nervous (caused by crowds, 
noise, a new environment, rough or too 
much handling), they may be more likely 
to chew electric lights, tensel, dough orna- 
ments, mistletoe, holly, poinsettias and 
even branches of the Christmas tree - all of 
which can be extremely hazardous.” 

According to Murtaugh, pets nibbling 
electrical wires can sustain serious inju- 


in lung tissues or mouth burns that may 
require surgery. ‘Sometimes these prob- 
lems may not show up for 24 hours,” said 
Murtaugh. 

“T once treated a kitten that had been 
badly burned,” said Dr. Michael Pavletic, 
a veterinary plastic surgeon at Tufts. “It 
seems that the children had decided to give 
the kitten a bath, and in order to dry it off 
quickly, they had used an electric hair dry- 
er. Unaware of the delicate quality of the

young animal’s skin, the children unkno- 
wingly burned the kitten with the dryer.”’ 

The consumption of various holiday 
plants, foods and drinks can create serious 
gastrointestinal problems. ‘‘Most people 
are aware that mistletoe is poisonous to 
humans, but all of the Christmas plants 
and even philodendron are extremely toxic 
to pets,’’ Murtaugh said. “Symptoms of 
poisoning - whether caused by plants, food 
or alchohol - might include vomiting, diar- 
rhea, tremors, rapid breathing and signs of 
great thirst,’ Murtaugh said. 

If your new pet seems depressed or 
seems to show some of the above symp- 
toms, do not try to treat the animal your- 
self and do not try to administer drugs, the 
Tufts veterinarians said. In some cases, as- 
pirin can be toxic, and acetaminophen or 
other aspirin substitutes can actually kill a

heard from (school administration) 
professionals,’ said Alice Radack. 
“There was no discussion about the 
changes that will affect our chil- 
dren.” 

Taking into account time off for 
holidays, Riddick said school offi- 
cials were attempting to “‘to change 
the entire education system”’ in And- 
over in six days. 

Another parent questioned wheth- 
er current fifth graders could be 
taught to organize themselves aca- 
demically for middle school by the 
end of the year. With junior high pre- 
paration taught by sixth grade tea- 
chers, could fifth grade instructors 
pick up the slack on short notice, 
asked Myrna Schoen. 

In response, Seifert told parents 
he realized they were hearing for the 
first time, issues that have been dis- 
cussed in district offices for 15 
years. But, he emphasized, the reor- 
ganization plan “‘has not been preor- 
dained.”’ 

There is plenty of time to explore 
ther alternatives, said Seifert 

Committee Chairman susan Poors 
assured the audience that ‘‘In order 
for the committee to make a deci- 
sion, it has to be demonstrated that 
all avenues have been explored.”

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The holidays can be magical, joyous 
times, but for many, the hassle associated 
with the bustle of the season raises anxie- 
ties instead of spirits. 

“People experience stress around the 
holidays for one simple reason: big expec- 
tatins,”’ says Jon Kabat-Zinn, Ph.D., direc- 
tor of the stress reduction program at-the 
University of Massachusetts Medical Cen- 
ter in Worcester. ‘“‘The holidays are so 
hyped, we inflate and actually distort their 
fundamental meaning which doesn’t have 
to do with money or presents. It’s caring, 
connecting, recognizing and honoring rela- 
tioships.”’ 

Kabat-Zinn sees Christmas and Hanuk- 
kah as holidays of the winter solstice, a 
time to prepare for the hope and renewal of 
the new year. “In both traditions you bring 
light into the house in the form of the Meno- 
rah and Christmas tree, to share with oth- 
ers during the long, dark winter. The light 
reflects our inner spirit, our inner light. 
but, if you’re busy running around trying to 
make everything happen, you may easily 
forget what it’s really about.” 

rift-giving has become the focus of the 
holiday season. Kabat-Zinn points out, 
‘‘The impulse is to give more and more and 

re. But no amount fts will satisfy 
ecause the impulse is really for 
else: you want the other person to feel 
loved. 

‘T see it in children. Ahey blow things up 
into gigantic proportions and the reality is 
never as good as the fantasy. The parents 
get caught up in that too, wantng to fulfill 
their children’s fantasies instead of putting 
their energy into the spirit of the holiday.”

The higher the ‘‘proof’’ of 
a liquor, the greater the percentage of 
alcohol and number of calories. 

Sip a drink slowly. Gulping encour- 
ages more refills and calories. 


Watch out for high-calorie garnishes 
like olives and cherries. Substitute a cel- 
ery or carrot stick or a slice of fresh 
lemon or lime. 

Mix dry red or white wine with spark- 
ling water for a tall, refreshing spritzer. 

Keep the emphasis on conversation 
rather than on drinking. 

Try water, diet soda, club soda or 
sparkling water as mixers instead of 
those sweetened with sugar. Unsweet- 
ened fruit juices also make nutritious, 
low-calorie mixers. 

Avoid drinks containing ice cream or 
cream since they are very high in satu- 
rated fat and calories.

Selectmen Decide On April For Town Meeting 


Outside of New England, the con- 
cept of each voter having the same 
power to change local laws as elect- 
ed officials, is nonexistent. 

In Andover, the opportunity to 
make real changes in the commu- 
nity is as simple as raising a hand or 
standing up to be counted at the 
Town Meeting. 

Monday night, the Board of Select- 
men choose April 46, 1988 as the 
dates for Andover’s annual exercise 
in democracy. 

If more time is needed, the meet- 
ing would be carried over to April 11, 
said Chairman Gerald Silverman be- 
fore the selectmen unanimously ap-

proved the dates. 

The board briefly considered other 
options, such as holding the town 
meeting on Saturday, but, ‘‘Mer- 
chants were not happy with that,” 
said Town Clerk Elden Salter. 
“There has not been positive reac- 
tion’’ overall to Saturday town meet- 
ing dates, he added. 


Holding the meeting on Monday 
and Tuesday of two consecutive 
weeks was also discussed, but the 
board agreed with Silverman, who 
said ‘‘My personal feeling is to run 
right through (the agenda) rather 
than break it up.”’ 


The selectmen went quickly 
through a light agenda in less than 
an hour, during which they accepted 
bids on various town projects, allow- 
ed sewer connections and permitted 
New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph to lay underground cable. 

The board also gave approval to a 
proposed Teen Center for junior high 
school age youths. 

The brainchild of local parent Vir- 
ginia Riddiford, the idea was enthu- 
siastically supported by Selectman 
William Dalton who recalled his in- 
volvement with two other teen cen- 
ter projects in the past. 

“Personally, I think it (another 
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teen center) would be great,” said 
Dalton. 

The selectman said he would sup- 
port housing the center in the old 
Town Hall, which is scheduled for 
renovation over the next 18 months. 
Dalton suggested that Riddiford and 
other parents who support the pro- 
ject ‘use the time properly’’ so 
when the renovation is complete, 
they could ‘hit the ground running.”’ 


Although the board didn’t take of- 
ficial action, they made it clear that 
the project could expect their sup- 
port, and possibly some financial 
help from the town.

While I am neither a bigot, nor a WASP, I 
do have serious concerns about the viabili- 
ty of the proposed Collaborative School. 
Recent press articles seem to be focusing 
on the more volatile and subjective issues 
surrounding this project rather than on the 
objective merits or lack of merits of the 
proposal. Therefore, at the risk of being 
assigned some other equally inflammatory 
label, I would like to express my concerns 
about the merits, or lack of them, for this 
project. 

As a parent, I am deeply committed to 
quality education for my children. It was 
the sole motivation for moving to Andover. 
In fact, I selected my house based on a spe- 
cific school distiict and its reputation for 
excellence. I have made every effort to 
learn about the proposed curriculum for 
the Collaborative School and have only 
vague answers relating to my child’s abili- 
ty to balance a checkbook. How can I make 
a decision to send my children to a school 
that cannot present its curriculum plan? 

I also chose Andover and its small neigh- 
borhood schools to avoid long bus rides to 
locations that my children did not know, 
but more importantly so they could form 
friendships that carried over from their

neighborhood to their school and vice ver- 
sa. I have also made efforts to learn about 
the transportation plans for the Collabora- 
tive School, and again, I cannot get enough 
information to make an informed decision. 
I must also evaluate the merits of taking a 
third grader and a first grader from a 
school with 400 students and placing them 
in a school with 1200 students. 

I never anticipated having to be con- 
cerned about the primary language of my 
children’s school. But it appears that this 
too, is an issue that Andover and Lawrence 
parents must clearly understand in order 
to make an informed decision. 

I believe the concept of this school has 
merit; the spirit of co-operation between 
two towns is an idea with many benefits. 
Why then, is there such a dramatic im- 
balance in the enrollment ratios?

First term has ended at Andover High 
and its time to face the facts—the atten- 
dance policy is working. There were 
mixed emotions when the policy was cre- 
ated, parents and students had definite 
opinions on the matter. Now, however, af- 
ter one-quarter of the school year has 
waltzed by, its’ hard to criticize this poli- 
cy when there are hard facts to prove it is 
working. 

The statistics enthusiastically produced 
by Principal Wilbur Hixon show that the 
percentage of students present during the 
first term, excluding excused absences, 
reached an unexpectd high of 96.8 per- 
cent. This number compares to the 95.9 
percent attendance rate for the 1986-87 
school year. When you include all excused 
absences, the number of students who ac- 
tually attended school becomes a stagger- 
ing 98.1 percent. Mr. Hixon strongly 
believes that “‘School attendance is not 
the responsibliity of the school, but that of 
the parent and student.’’ The statistics 
obviously show that both parties are 
doing a superb job in upholding Mr. Hix- 
on’s opinion. 

Mr. Hixon went on to discuss what he 
labeled the ‘‘original two fears’’ of the 
community when the policy was estab- 
lished. The first dealt with the issue that 
if a student had more than five unexcused 
absences in a term, then that student 
would receive a failing mark for all 
classes missed. Although many parents 
worried and students complained that 
this section of the policy was unfair, it 
turns out that only two students out of al- 
most 1,100 failed for the term. Neither of 
the parents of these students chose to ar-

gue their case in front of an attendance 
review board showing that the students 
who did fail knew it was their fault and 
not the school’s. 

The second fear was that if a student 
was tardy and a parent could not be 
reached, that student would be withheld 
from classes until contact could be made. 
Mr. Hixon thinks these people worried un- 
necessarily. For the first term no student 
has had to wait for more than 20 minutes 
before attending classes. ‘‘As long as we 
know that a student has made an honest 
attempt to contact a parent, yet is unable 
to, we are certainly not going to withhold 
him/her from class. The parent must, 
however, call the school the folloiwng 
morning to verify the student’s excuse,” 
he states. ‘“‘Rules of attendance must be 
made, but not without using common 
sense. We don’t punish students for mak- 
ing an honest effort.” If this is not con 
vincing enough, then maybe the static: 
will be. Only 2.5 percent of the entire stu- 
dent body was tardy in the first quarter. 

If one still does not believe the new poli- 
cy is working, then maybe the number 232 
will help. This figure represents the num- 
ber of students who had perfect atten- 
dance during the first quarter. This 
number does not include excused ab- 
sences, which means that these students 
were actually in class every single day. 
Mr. Hixon is so proud of these students 
that he has created an award letter of 
commendation which will be sent home to 
acknowledge their efforts 

Students still have different opinions on 
the subject. Jen Hoffman, senior, states,

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Mandatory Recycling On Horizon 


A recent report issued by the 
North East Solid Waste Committee, 
which is made up of the 23 towns 
who use the incinerator in North 
Andover to dispose of their waste, 
calls for recycling in this area. Man- 
datory recycling is the ultimate de- 
mand. 

The report classifies four different 
types of recycling which they feel 
would benefit their plant and our 
communities. Newspapers, glass, 
white good (old refrigerators, etc.) 
and yard wastes must soon be re- 
moved from the regular waste 
stream and each town or the region 
must find another way to dispose of 
them. 

The Solid Waste Bill, which is soon 
to be law in Massachusetts, provides 
an encouraging number of incen- 
tives to recycling program devel- 
opment. Grant and loan programs 
will be available 
nities with funding equipment and 
site development as well as hazard- 
ous waste management and cleanup. 

The criteria by which commu- 
nities will be chosen by the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality to 
determine grant and loan eligibility 
will include an evaluation of how 
much the community is doing in re-

cycling right now. ‘he more com- 
mitted the community is to 
recycling, the greater the chances 
for monetary help from the state. 

We in Andover are part way there. 
We have had a long standing curb- 
side pick-up program. I think we 
have collected newspapers for about 
15 years, yet the 1,000-plus tons we 
collect each year is only a fraction of 
what we might save. Statistics in the 
report say our potentional newspa- 
per savings are $93,825 per year. 

Statistics on glass are given as a 
potential savings of $12,510 per year. 
White goods recycling could save us 
$45,036 and yard wastes a whopping 
$122,598. Andover’s total potential 
Savings under a mandatory recy- 
cling plan are estimated to be $273,- 
696 per year. 

Thirteen thousand, nine hundred is 
the figure given for total tons of re- 
fuse in Andover at $90 per ton fo! 
disposal ($30 to pick up and $60 to 
dump). You can multiply, too, and 
I’m sure we’ve all figured the cost of 
getting rid of trash right now is $1,- 
291,000 per year. $273,969 subtracted 
from that would be good to see. 

The report lists five points to ac- 
complish this regional goal: 1. pub- 
lic education; 2. public acceptance;

3. public funding, both state and lo- 
cal; 4. implementation of a manda- 
tory recycling ordinance or by law;

Andover Recycling has been work- 
ing on all these points for some 
years; some more successfully than 
others. We have certainly hunted for 


markets but haven’t known how to 
develop any. Some communities are 
ahead of us on this.
